INHERITANCE TAXES 


President Coolidge is opposed to pres- 


ent high inheritance taxes, both federal 
and state. 
He does not helieve in this 


form of taxation to the point where it ap- 
proaches confiscation, on the ground that 
it is an indirect application of socialism 
\inder the false color of raising revenue. 
"T do not believe," he says, "the gov- 
ernment should seek social legislation in 
the guise of taxation. * * * If we adopt so- 
cialism it should be presented to the peo- 
ple of the country as socialism. * * *" 


The present federal inheritance tax law 


reaches 40 per cent. 
"We do not know 


what 1he rates are in various states, but 
according to the president, they approxi- 
mate this or even more in some as in "Wis- 
consin where they reach 40 per cent., and 
this he regards as approaching confisca- 
tion, "if it does not actually confiscate."' 
The inheritance tax is a comparatively 
new tax. 
"We agree with the president 


that it should not be levied by both the 
federal and state governments. 
One or 


the other should get out of the field, and 
we think it is the federal government 
which should retire. 
If the states wish 


to tax inheritances they should do so. be- 
cause if a particular state is unjust and 
levies an excessive tax, the resident of 
that state can move to another and in 
some instances take his property with him. 


~\Ye believe it is to the interest of socie- 


ty that great fortunes should be broken 
up. 
^\Ir. Roosevelt was one of the first 


in high position in this country to advo- 
cate measures to reduce swollen fortunes 
and force their disintegration ultimately. 
The inheritance tax arose as much out of 
this purpose as the purpose to raise rev- 
enue. It is a combination of both. It has 
' become an important source of revenue in 


ATisconsin, where last year it produced in 
excess of $2.700.000. 


Kept within reasonable bounds and con- 


siderately administered the inheritance 
lax is. we believe, sound. We would 
not regard it as socialistic. 
However, 


the tax as between the federal govern- 
ment and the states reaches a point where 
:t is excessive. There have been instances 
•\\here estates have not brought enough to 
pay the tax. and where heirs were left 
destitute. 
Cases maV happen where a 


a forced sale of stocks or securities may 
prove ruinous and may even defeat the 
object of the law. "When a wrong of that 
kind is perpetrated it is worse than so- 
cialism. 


There is much to be said in favor of the 


inheritance tax as a means for breaking 
tip topheavy fortunes, but laws of this 
character should be so administered that 
in slicing off the excess of wealth they will 
not pull the roof in and tear down the 
structure. 
"We ought to have, by the fed- 


eral government a minimum of personal 
and direct taxes. This applies to inconv, 
stamp, inheritance and other similar tax- 
es. 
This seems to be the policy of the 


present administration, as reflected in the 
pronounced reduction of income taxes, 
and now the proposal to do away with the 
federal inheritance tax. 


It is difficult to draw the line of con- 


fiscation where high taxes are levied. Cer- 
tainly we should not engage in a policy of 
confiscation in this country unless we are 
prepared to go to socialism. 
On the 


other hand, \\e ought to break up exces- 
sive fortunes, nnd inheritance taxes wisely 
applied appear to he the most effective 
method for accomplishing this. If we limit 
inheritance taxes to the principle of rev- 
enue, they should be reduced and should 
be confined entirely to the states. It is a 
complicated question no matter from what 


angle we view it. whether as a wealth re- 
ducer or a revenue producer. We believe, 
however, the best results will be obtained 
by leaving the matter to the states, which 
will suffer or profit by their policies, ac- 
cording to their soundness and justness.

Progressive leader of Fond clu Lac, has 
addressed a message to Governor Blaine in 
which he declares that passage of the tax 
bill as introduced in the legislature will 
mean the elimination of the Progressive 
party in Wisconsin in 1926. ''You need." 
says Mr. llauthe in addressing the gov- 
ernor, "information from other sources 
than tax commissions and idealists.'" 
Which is a bit of sound advice, as well as 
the truth. 


The tax commission's views and esti- 


mates about taxation do not seem to be re- 
liable. They were not reliable two years 
ago. and its unconditional support of the 
present bill indicates that it is political 
approval. The bill is going to fall as 
heavily on small as on large business. 
It 


will, in our opinion, once it is put into ef- 
fect, result in a storm of disapproval. But 
this is looking at the matter from the 
standpoint 
of expediency. From 
the 


standpoint of reason, justice and economy, 
it is unsound and vicious. It is 'an, at- 
tempt to eat eggs and the goose at the 
same time. 


Men who are in business know more 


about the effects of tax legislation than do 
the theorists and politicians down at Mad- 
ison, and they are the men who initiate 
and maintain prosperity in this state. An 
ounce of their judgment is worth a 
pound of political dope and ten pounds 
of political prejudice. 


Before Caesar and his hosts cross the

destroyed by the application of astringents. One 
srood plan is to keep the groove powdered with burnt 
alum. 


Xo permanent cure of ingrowing nail can be ex- 


pected if the victim continues to wear improper 
shoes. A shoe having a straight inside sole line is 
;enerally advisable, to prevent the side pressure 
upon the toe One should bear in mind, when, pur- 
chasing shoes, that even after many generations ot 
abusiie treatment of our feet the great toe still 
ends to point inward toward its mate when the feet 
j-e not restrained byyfreak customs. If the shoes 
have anything like pointed soles they are quite 
ikely to prove painful though, pretty.
